Killer ‘Good Kid Who Deserves 
A Chance,’ Says Dead Cirl's Mother 


— Into Act, She 


Believes—Youth Loses

MILWAUKEE, March 29 (UP) 
Albert Birmingham said 
today that Milton Babich, the 19- 
year-old youth who brought dou- 
ble tragedy into her home, is a 
“good kid who deserves a chance 
at freedom.” 

Babich has confessed that he 


killed Mrs, Birmingham’s 16-year- 
old daughter, Patricia, weighted 
her body with a concrete building 
block, and threw it into the Mil- 
waukee river, , 

He killed Patricia while at- 
tempting to silence her about the 
pregnancy of. another daughter, 
Kathleen, 17, as result of an illicit 
love affair with him. He and 
Kathleen eloped and were married 
before Patricia’s body was found. 
Kathleen lived with him five days, 
not knowing he had killed her 
sister. 

Mrs, Birmingham withheld out- 
right forgiveness of her son-in- 
law but said: 

“Milton deserves a chance for 
freedom. He's a good kid.” 

Mrs. Birmingham, a pleasant- 
faced woman whose hands are 


work-worn from cooking and sew- 


ing for her large middle-class fam- 
ily, said she “supposed” Milton 


had been “tormented” into killing 
Patricia because the girl taunted 
him about her sister’s pregnancy. 


He's always been a good boy, 


very helpful and polite, whenever 
he was at our home,” she said.

LABORERS STRINE 


Union Leader in Wash- 
ington Promises Aid — 
Will Confer With Two 
Crafts in Jurisdictional 
Dispute. 


*The work stoppage of 7000 AFL 
building laborers in St. Louis and 
St, Louis county was reported to- 
day to Richard J. Gray, president 


of the Building Trades, Depart- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor, with a request that he 
use his office in an effort to effect 
a local truce in the jurisdictional 
quarrel between the laborers and 
AFL carpenters, which caused the 
strike. 

Joseph Payne, executive secre- 
tary of the AFL Building and 
Construction Trades Council of 
St. Louis, talked with Gray by 
long distance telephone at Wash- 
ington and received a promise 
of assistance. Payne stressed the 
seriousness of the situation which 
threatens to tie up all building 
here at the outset of the spring 
construction season. Gray indi- 
cated he would confer today with 
international officers of the Car- 
penters and Laborers unions, and 
he promised to “make every ef- 
fort” to get the Laborers to re- 
turn to work, Payne said. 

Payne also appealed to the AFL 
National Joint Board for Juris- 
dictional Disputes at Washington 
for action in the dispute, which 
Was presented to the board on a 
national basis last year. Points 
at issue between the Carpenters 
and Laborers involve the removal 
and cleaning of wood forms used 
in concrete construction and the 
handling of lumber and millwork 
on a job before it is actually 
nailed into place. Both crafts 
claim the work and the Carpen- 
ters charge that Laborers are 
seeking to extend their influence 
to a point at which they are able 
to “control construction.”

The House by a one vote margin, 
gave temporary approval today to

The FBI ought to be re- 
minded that wiretapping is strictly forbidden by 
federal law, and its chief might be asked a few 
pointed questions about reports—one of them 
made under oath in a Tulsa court—that federal 
agents have been trained in the practice. 

The FBI's own record shows that wiretapping 

is not essential to good police work. That it is 
utterly unspeakable when used for any other 
purpose is shown once again by the scandalous 
manner in which Mayor William O'Dwyer and 75 
other New York officials were spied upon. New 
York city hall wires were tapped at least once 
before, in 1928. The offices of members of 
Congress, governors, Jabor union officials and 
private individuals have been thus violated. 
Even the privacy of the White House has been 
invaded. 
„ It is deeply regrettable that some states sanc- 
LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE tion the practice even to a limited extent. New 
York, for example, allows police to tap wires on 
a court order. Such authorization is often 
abused, and in many cases the requirement of a 
court order is simply ignored. When the law 
deals so slightingly with the right to privacy, it 
is not very surprising that unscrupulous lawyers, 
private detectives, and business men bent on a 
sharp deal make use of the device. 

Although Chief Justice Taft once argued to 
the contrary, it is clear that wiretapping is ut- 
terly contrary to the spirit of the Fourth 
Amendment. The Founding Fathers did not say 
anything specifically about wiretapping, but cer- 
tainly they would have mentioned it along with 
unwarranted searches and seizures had they 
known the device. Congress was deeply im- 
pressed by the opinion in which Justice Bran- 
deis disagreed with Chief Justice Taft. The 1934 
Federal Communications Act outlawed wiretap- 
ping in the federal jurisdiction. And since 1937 
the Supreme Court has tried to plug every loop- 
hole in that law. A federal court may not recog- 
nize evidence obtained by wiretapping—not even 
if only the clue to the evidence resulted from 
tapped wires. 

This respect for the Constitution should not 
be weakened now. It is an example of honorable 
conduct which should be kept constantly before 
the states. It may not be possible always to 
keep dishonorable individuals from this sneaky 
business, but there certainly should be a heavy

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A Tortuous Rent Law 


A curious rent control bill has come from the 
Senate-House conference, reflecting a strange 
mixture of motives. ) 

Some membérs had a creditable desire to 
make an eventual end of rent control, mean- 
while granting property owners a flat rent in- 
crease that has long been due them. But any 
rent control law is bound to give offense to some 
people, and another group seemed to be moved 
mainly by a desire to avoid standing up and 
being counted. This desire was exploited by still 
a third group, made up of the real estate bloc 
and members of the Dixiecrat-Republican coali- 
tion, whose sole purpose was to make effective 
rent control impossible. 

The compromise bill ends rent control in 15 
months, There is no valid objection to that. We 
can hope the housing emergency will be much 
easier then, and if it isn’t, Congress can extend 
the law again. 

As to general rent increases, the Senate ap- 
proved a 5 per cent boost after six months and 
another 5 per cent after a year. The House 
lacked that kind of courage, however, and the 
final compromise bill merely spelled out the 
situations in which individual landlords can ob- 
tain increases on pleas of hardship. 

The bill gives states and local governments 
the power to abolish rent ceilings, and it is here 
that the wreckers got in their heaviest blows. 
The Brickers, Kems ‘and Coxes could not abol- 
ish rent ceilings outright. But they could and 
did pick up enough votes from more moderate 
members to write in the “local option” clauses, 
which are an open invitation to real estate men 
to turn the heat on legislatures, county commis- 
sions and boards of aldermen. 

In this way, the stage is set for state and 
local battles that will be decided by the organ- 
ized political power of the contestants as much 
as by the presence or absence of need for rent 
control. Tenants will fight strenuously because 
the sky is the limit, and some of them will be g ‘ 7 
gouged unmercifully if they lose.

Chris H. Livingston, veteran cir- 
cus performer and originator of 
several clown tricks, died yester- 
day at his home of infirmities of 
age.

Mr. Livingston started his circus 
work with the old St. Louis Turn- 
verein and later performed as an 
aerialist, gymnast, high-wire walk- 
er, clown and high-wire bicyclist.

Brothers Circus, and originated the

The conflict was not permitted to 
interfere with the work among 
the Indians, and it was settled by 
an order from the General of the 
Jesuits, in 1702, directing the 
priests of that order to surrender 
all claim to the territory in favor 
of the Seminary of Quebec. 

An outbreak of paganism oc- 
curred during the second pastor- 
ate, that of the Rev. Jean Bergier, 
1700-08. When Father Bergier 
died, apparently from natural 
causes, a hostile native group 
celebrated the event, and broke 
into bits the large cross which the 
priest had erected. Father Gabriel 
Marest, a Jesuit from the Kas- 
kaskia Mission, brought the dis- 
pleasure of the French traders to 
bear on the local Indians, who 
expressed regret and promised to 
erect a new cross. However, the 


work of the parish was practically 


suspended until 1712.

The police lie detector was used 
in 53 criminal investigations in 
February, a record number of 
cases in a single month, the Po- 
lice Journal announced today. 

Twenty-two suspects who sub- 
mitted to tests in February admit- 
ted crimes after their reactions 
indicated guilt. Ten others showed 
guilty knowledge of matters about 
which they were being questioned, 
three tests were inconclusive and 
18 tests convinced interrogators 
that suspects were innocent.

CHAMPAIGN, III., March 29. 

HE was a time when the 

married student was a rarity 

on the college campug and an 
unwelcome rarity at that. Some 
universities required that students 
drop out upon marriage and most 
of them took the attitude that a 
young man shouldn't hunt for a 
bride until he’d snared both his 
sheepskin and a job. With the 
advent of the veteran student, col- 
lege attitudes toward campus 
marriages began to change; the 
married student became accepted. 
Now colleges are going a step 
further and investigating to see 
what they can do to help solve 
the problems of the married stu- 
dent or the student who wants 
to marry. 

Here at the University of I- 
nois, a program called, “Educa- 
tion for Marriage and Family 
Life,” conducted by Dr. Lester A. 
Kirkendal), and sponsored by the 
University T. M. C. A., is helping 
students build foundations for 
happy marriages. Started last 
fall, the pro has used such 
time-honored. college devices as 
lectures and bull sessions, such 
newer ones as movies and drama- 
tizations of domestic quarrels to 
illustrate everything from court- 
ship to child care.

hours available for private con- 
sultations; 

Last month the program fea- 
tured the film, “Human Growth,” 
which was designed to explain to 
Oregon school children birth and 
the maturing of human beings. 
The film was coupled with two 
similar ones and because they ex- 
pected a larger crowd than the 
300 capacity of the “Y” auditori- 
um, a campus hall seating 475 was 
rented. It was a snowy, icy night, 
a big basketball game was being 
broadcast, and yet 1100 showed up 
to see the film, necessitating two 
showings, and a third showing 
will be made soon for those who 
couldn't get near the hall. 

Along with mass meetings of 
this kind, Dr. Kirkendall carries 
his message directly to the stu- 
dents. Bull sessions are as old 
as time, but conducted bull ses- 
sions with definite advice and 
scientific information are novel 
enough that Kirkendall] is booked 
up weeks in advance, by frater- 
nity houses and often by sorority 
houses, too, for discussions on Sex 
Education and Sex Standards.

“Then here's a couple who've 
fallen in love and have built up 
a strong sex desire.

Most of the large companies today furnish their new sales- 
men with at least one or more such talks. These have been 
used by other successful salesmen. They have proved to be 
valuable. Maybe they aren’t the height of perfection, but 
they are usually much better than any the tyro salegman can 
concoct, so be sure you memorize them! But by memorizing, 
I don’t mean stop when you can first recite the speech per- 
fectly. Repeat it again and again until you can look a cus- 
‘tomer in the eyes and give the sales talk with such enthusiasm 
and natural expression that it seems like spontaneous con- 
versation. Adapt it to your personality, too, and re-arrange 
it to meet new situations, but memorize its contents! The 
star salesmen use canned talks. But these never sound like 
eanned talks for they are so Much a part of the salesman 
that they flow along like normal] conversation.
